DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's amendment filed on 12/19/2007 has been entered. Claims 1-8, and 11-14 are 
pending in this application. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed on December 19, 2007 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-8 and 11-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons of allowance: Any Prior art of record does 
not teach or suggest alone or in combination with other prior art of record the specific features 
called for in the claims, particularly claims requires, among other limitation, second image- 
scanner/ image-scanner unit that is mounted so as to be rotatable about an axis perpendicular 
to a path of movement of the paper document in order to be able to adopt a first angular 
position in which the second image-scanner unit is situated on one side of the path of 
movement in order to scan one face of the paper document and a second angular position to 
which the second image-scanner/image scanner unit is rotated from the first angular position 
and in which the second image-scanner unit is situated on an opposite side of the path of 
movement in order to scan the other face of the document.
